been illegally misappropriated. 


"That dividends have been paid out 


of the capital stock, instead of the net 
profits, in violation of law. 


"That the corporation has advertised 


as the amount of the paid jn capital 
stock 9212,875, which 5s' a sum almost 
double the amount that has in fact bee* 
paid in.« 


"That the same falsa statement has 


been made to tliis board. 


"That in the opinion of this board the 


ralue of the assets of the bank are far 
less than the face value of such assets." 


Deputy Attorney General fSturterant, 


who is assisting the commission, said 
the money misappropriated was $2.000 
paid to the president for promoting the 
bank. He stated that the sum of $50,- 
000 which _figured as an asset was an in-' 
vestment in the bonds of an1 abstract 
company in Oakland, -whose chief assets 
were a set of books containing searches 
of titles of real estate. The bank of- 
ficials \vere. tonight in secret session con- 
sidering the developments of the day 
and plans for the future.

In the first place, the 
city is under judgment which could now 
be enforced to the effect that the pres- 
ent disposition of the sewage is a. nuis- 
ance-. and under the circumstances there 
seems nothing to do but to take the best 
available course to improve the situa- 
tion. 
This is not only necessary with 


relation to the out-fall, but is equally 
necessary in connection with improving 
tho capacity of the sewers to properly 
carry off the sewage from town. Ko city 
can afford to be negligent in the mat- 
ter of equipping and maintaing a thor- 
oughly 'first-class sewer system, nnd as 
a mere matter of economy we could not 
afford to have the health of the city 
enda;i£p.-ert by reason of a continuance 
of t!i<> [iioscTit conditions. 


"I know there are some who advocate 


the idea of extending the sewers furth- 
er west, and on to cheaper land. This, 
however, is about equally expensive- in 
the long run., and amounts to a practi- 
efll nlximlonment of all thoughts of uti- 
lizing the sewage in co*aectii>n with a 
sewer farm. 


"It njip'cars to be the trend of modern

under a proper system, van be utilized 
to profit and .advantage in connection 
w ith such a farm.

What are the cardinal doctrines of 


orthodoxy? 
Whatever the individual 


thought 
of many persons in 
the 


churches, the churches themselves ac- 
cept literally the story of the creation 
told in Genesis. The hold that Adam 
and Eve w-re the literal individual 
parents of the human race, that they 
ate the forbidden fruit in Eden, and 
thus brought sin on the whole race of 
men. 
-Qod was angry and doomed tin 


whole human family to eternal suffer- 
ing in hell. So we who live today aro 
hopelessly lost, through no fault or siu 
of our own, and even our nature is to- 
tally corrupt. God repented of his an- 
jjor, -but could not retract his course. 
He sought a way of escape for. the 
children he had cursed.

of flie Goil-head, called the Son, but co- 
eqnnl at)<l co-eternal with the Father, 
offered to leave his throne, enter a hu- 
man form and die as a human sacrifice 
to appease the wrath of God. So this 
Creator and Ruler of the Universe en- 
ters the womb of a Jewish mother, is 
born a human baby, and then a human 
boy. The boy-god -becomes a maa and 
goes through the farce of a human sac- 
rifice, offeree! by himself, ns man, to

By 
this , farcical 


atonement, the curse of Adam's sin is 
lifted from the few who are ejected of 
God for salvation. They are ''let into 
a heaven, just L above the earth, while 
the illumined souls who, in this day of 
intelligence refuse to believe 
this le- 


gend, of the childhood of the race, in 
company with the ignorant and 
the 


wicked, are sent into hell, there to be 
tortured forever to the glory of Al- 
mighty Gotl. 
This is, bluntly, 
the 


"scheme of the fall and redemption of 
man," for disbelieving which the Uni- 
tarians are refused fellowship. 


If any orthodox Christian 
protests 


that he "does not himself believe in-this 
scheme of. salvation, 
so 
stated, 
he 


thereby confesses that he. has, though 
unconsciously, left the orthodox faith, 
and ia already a Unitarian. There is 
no middle ground between orthodoxy 
and rational Christianity. 


The modern doctrine is that God is 


the eternal creative energy, known in 
our human life as conscious mind. He 
is the conscious mind of the universe. 
Life presses forward along the high- 
ways of tho Eternal, breathing its as- 
piration, "Nearer, O God, to Thee."

any portion or all of the Panama canal. 


This statement was made by Secrc 


tary Taft today while discussing tin 
conditions upon the Jisthmus and the 
policy of the government. 
There is 


some doubt in .toia mind whether any 
concern would be willing to undertake 
the excavation of the Culebra cut on ae 
count of the magnitude of the work 
It is not the excavation tuat will be sc 
difficult so 'much as the disposition o 
the dirt'taken out of the cut. 


Aa to the other work, the governmen 


will bo ready to enter, into contract 
for its completion as soon as it is dc 
termined what type of canal shall b 
constructed. It is stated that contract 
could not be made during the prelimin 
ary stage of the work because the gov 
crnmcnt hud to postpone the construe 
tion until its officers knew what was t 
be done and had a sufficient knowledg 
of the conditions to pass upon bids ant 
make judicious contracts. 
Secretary Tail did not mean to de 


clare the policy of the government ii 
the matter of canal construction bu 
to assert that if it -were found feasibl 
to let contracts that course would be 
pursued. Tonight hci made the followin 
statement: 
"The question whether the canal wi

Equality Necessary to Peace. 


The principal address of the evening 


session of the convention was that by 
Miss Sarah Severance on the need of giv- 
ing women political rights if peace is 
to be permanently brought about. Her 
strong and thoughtful talk of three- 
quarters of an hour was a wonderful 
example of the force that can be shown 
by a woman of seventy years. 


In the United States the voters are 


responsible for war; greed is the cause 
of. all war; men are by. nature selfish; 
women are unselfish: therefore if wo- 
men were granted the ballot the political 
power would be preponderant in the 
hands of those that arc opposed to war. 
This was her argument. 


Harmony is essential to peace. 
This 


country was founded on the idea that 
all are to be free, so that freedom be 
not license, and are to have equality of 
opportunity. Yet at the start the poor, 
the foreigners, the negroes and the wo- 
men were refused the ballot. The poor 
revolted and secured the ballot, the. 
Democrats gave foreigners the ballot for 
political purposes, the Republicans gave 
the negroes the ballot for like reasons, 
while women still remain without it. 
The reason is that women arc naturally 
unselfish and love the men too much 
to make a struggle for the right of vot- 
ing. 


"Men," said Miss Severance, "are nat- 
urally selfish. It is the law. of nature 
for them to struggle with others for their 
living, and they tend for this reason 
to become hardened.. On the other hand, 
women by nature become unselfish. The 
evolutionists explain that us the instinct 
of motherhood, which time is spent in, 
guarding the young. So, a government' 
composed of men alone lucks ethnic bal- 
ance. Duels and other forms of bloody 
struggle have been done away'with, but 
men's use of trusts to drive out rivals 
is just as cruel as in the dnys of old." 
'

It has been an open secret that raisins 


have not been moving in satisfactory 
shape since the naurinc of opening prices 
which the Eastern trade has considered 
too high. The inside packer* have been 
doing a lot, of grumbling as the outsiders 
were getting the cream of the trade. 
While the!inside packers controlled ful- 
ly 85 per cent of the packing and selling 
facilities and 00 per cent of the seeding 
facilities, they had to sit by and watch 
the small outsiders doXmore than 50 
per cent of the business, breaking into 
their Eastern connections. 
Naturally 
that was a situation they did not relish. 
Before the naming of prices, the packers 
bad 15,000 tons sold, subject to opening 
prices, but order after order was turned 
down: One packer declared yesterday 
that the.insiders have not sold to date 
5000 tons. Other packers, bowevtir, say 


L 4his figur»- is too low. However, the 
'"fact is.that the latter part of October 
is the best selling season, as raisins 
going out now get into trade channels 
for the Thanksgiving consumption. Not- 
withstanding that this month is the 
"best-, .seller," the situation bordered on 
stagnation. Something had to be done, 
if the price were not cut now, a hold- 
over loomed up threateningly and it 
was thought better to cut now, rather 
than later. 
This was evidently the feeling of the 


executive committee when a meeting of 
the fnfl board of thirty-three was called 
together. 


The full board wrestled all day with 


the troublesome subject. 
There was 


certainly a strong feeling against a cut 
on the part of the grower directors. The 
cut after opening prices of two years ago 
had been dinned as so' monumental a 
mistake, that to cut this year was re- 
garded most prejudicially. 


The closest secrecy was maintained by 
the directors and a strenuous 
effort 


•was made to keep the figures from get- 
ting out. However, there is a serious 
leak somewhere in the office.. Yester- 
day morning all the packers were flood- 
•*d with telegrams from Eastern jobbers, 
asking about the proposed cut. 
At 6 o'clock last evening the director* 


had not agreed. It was reported that 
thev were- deadlocked. Then the seed- 
ers were invited in. They gave! their 
views. All, it is; \uiderstood, favored 
a cut in prices. Among them %vere A. 
Gartenlaub, C. W. Griffin, Tom Armsby, 
C. H. Castle an<J Lee Gray. 
When they came out the directors 


threshed the matter over again, and 
finally decided to leave the knotty prob- 
lem to the executive committee. When 
tho meeting adjourned, it was given out 
that the whole' matter had gone over 
until this morning at 10 o'clock. 


Henry .T. Crocker, the eleventh direct- 


or of the packing company, was then 
given a dinner in the Jgequoia- by the 
directors of the paekingcompany and a 
few others, including George Tourney 
of the German bank.

turned to the company headquarters 
and resumed! price consideration. It is 
understood that the executive commit- 
tee was in favor of a reduction, the 
opposition coimifg from the country di- 
rectors.

hour or so. The packers were then giv- 
en the figures and they 'telegraphed 
them East. 


The prices are subject to confirmation 
at 6 o'clock in the evening,of the 26th 
(Thursday.) 
The purpose of that is 


to dispose of between now and then of 
a large "block ot~ goods. The trade is 
expected' to came through witti a rush 
on orders. If the block of poods await- 
ing confirmation is not sufficiently large.

What effect the cut will have on the
